A LAW YERS’ DILL. 
S. Í!. 78, to provide for law libraries in the 
counties of the State, au d libra*v tuxuis there­ 
lor. and to secure the use of said law libraries 
to the Courts held in the State. aud to the bar. 
aud to the people of the respective counties, by 
Mr. W hite, was read a third lim e. 
Yell moved to strike out the enacting clause 
of the bill. He said th at he did so because he 
believed it to be the iuilic ion of additional 
burdens upon those w ho are com pelled to com ­ 
m ence actions to secure their rights. It was a 
discrim ination in favor of th e law yers ot th e 
tíia'e. and forced upon litigants an additioual 
tax of 83 50 upon every action they are com ­ 
pelled to bring. lie also pointed out th at the 
bill would act unevenly in different counties. 
H-j was aw are th at the bill won d 1 uetti him as 
well as other lawyers, but he saw no m ore rea­ 
son w hy libraries shou'd be furnished to lawyers 
any m ore than to physicians or other classes. 
[Mr. Goucher in the chair.] 
W hite spoke earnestly in favor of his bill. 
Ite 
said th a t Mr. Yell did not understand th e bill. 
It was the sam e in effect as ihe law under 
which tlie lo w Library of san I-'ranclsc > was 
organized. Any county w hich did not wont a 
law library need not have it. 
Bowers denounced the bi.l as unconstitu­ 
tional. 
He claim ed that it was special legisla 
tion o f the worst kind. 
It was evident to him 
that it m ade a great deal i f difference w hat 
pasture a m an was in. T he law yers were verv 
ready to discover the unconstitutionatlty of bills 
for anything th at was not tor th eir benefit, bet 
they did n et ht sítate to offer unconstitutional 
m easures w hen they w ere interested in them .

Yell w ithdrew his motion.

to give Tyack’s bid thp preference over his. He 
further said lhat h e did not know now w hat 
the term s of the lease were. 
Dr. John T. McLean w as the n ex t witness. 
He kn -w of tom e cutting of the trees, but in ­ 
stead of it being an act of vandalism , he con­ 
sidered it very necessary to im prove the view.

I have seex, and have exam ined w ith some 
care, the bit', w hich you propose to consider, 
and w hich provides for the relevy of taxes aud 
the reassessm ent o f property iu all ease» where 
by reason of the illegality o f the tax or assess­ 
m ent. from any cause, th e t»x h as nc*. been 
paid. 
■J his I,ill i< supposed to m aterially affect the 
ioterests of the Southern Pac ric Company, mv 
elieut. 
Upon consideration o f ihe entire m atter 
1 am satisfied that the oulv effect it w ilt h»Te 
upon the com pany, if any, w ill be to involve it 
iu a useless litigation, 
since 18tu the railroad 
com panies of th at system have paid to tk s títate 
a td to tbe counties m ore th an three and a h a f 
m illions of dollars iu taxes, an am ount tar in 
excess of w hat they would have been required 
to pay had the properties been valued in the 
same proportion as other property in the títate. 
-Ls an evideuee of this, perm it m e to e-tll your 
attention to tbe fact that la-: year the total tax 
assessed by t be St ate Board o f Equaiiz ilion was 
about 8521,000. The com panies interested had 
nine hundred m iles m ore of road ihau iu lfoo, 
m ost of w hich w as built or purchased w ithin 
the Inst four years. The tax tor la-t vear was 
larger then th at levied on any other single track 
railroad iu the United State s, and Lom twenty 
five to thirty i*er cent, higher th an lh at w hich 
was placed upon other property. 
Tire com panies, although not legally liable 
for one dollar of ii. voluntarily paid the whole 
am ount. Even takrug the tax for last vear as a 
fair oue. and com puting ail th at the com panies 
have paid since 1880- and dividing it by the 
num ber or years, giving due consideration to 
the increas' d, mile ge, you will readily see that 
I am correct in the statem ent tiiat these com pa­ 
nies have paid m ore than they should under a 
t«ir rate ot taxation. 
»o w ell satisfied w as I that the property of the 
com panies was valu jd out of all proportion to 
other property, th at in Novem ber. 188-5, iu re­ 
sponse to au open letter w ritten bv the Con­ 
troller of State,. I m ade a propcs tion] to which 
no answ er has ever been returned, w hich prop­ 
osition was as follows: 
“ I w ill stipulate for m y clients in a form 
which the Court will hold rjiudiug— 
"F irst—To set aside all judgm ents and orders 
heretofore m*:de by any Court in ail or any of 
the t-rx cases aud to w ithdraw all answ ers aud 
defenses therein. 
“ Second—To take au account of all assess­ 
m ents m ade against my clients lor the past live 
years an d all paym ents m ade thereon. 
"T h ird —To let the Court determ ine, on princi­ 
ples of right and justice—all legal technicalities 
being w aived on eith er side, and w ith or with, 
out appeal, as you m ay prefer—w hether the 
railroad assessm ents were m ade on a basis of 
equality and uniform ity w ith thejaw rageasse s 
m cn io t other property in th e state for the cor- 
reei ondiug years, and w hether or not the sum s 
paid exceed or fall below w h at would have 
been justly charge i had the assessm ent been so 
m ade. 
“ F ourth—If it is decided by th e Court th a t the 
sum paid is less th an the am ouut equitably due. 
th a t judgm ent shall be rendered against the 
railroad com pany for the balance, but if the 
Court*- decide th a t the paym ents have been 
greater th an the am ount equitably due, then- 
the faith of the títate is pledged to returu the 
rai'road com panies the excess. 
“ F ilth —One ease presenting fairlv the legal 
questions raised in te e eases to be reserved and 
pre-ented to th e Suprem e Court ot the United 
títates for decision, iu order th a t the títate and 
com panies m ay hereauer understand th eir re­ 
spective legal lights.” 
Prior to 1880 there never was any difficulty 
betw eeu the railroad com panies and the State 
and counties in relation to taxation, except iu 
a single instance, w here the rate w as excessive. 
The com panies prevailed iu th at case, but sub­ 
sequently paid the tax upon w hat all parties 
agreed was a 1'air rate. 
There has been m uch litigation since 1880. 
As a result of it, the follow ing propositions have 
been established: 
1. T hat tire fourteenth am endm ent to the 
N ational C onstitution^w hich declares, am ong 
other things, th at all persons shall be en titled 
to the equal protection ot the law s—applies to 
corporations su- h as tnesc railroad com panies 
a re ; that the word " p e r o u ” iu th at am end­ 
m ent includes these corporations. 
2. T h at the provisions of the títate Constitu­ 
tion—the fourteenth am endm ent having b eu 
held applicable to these corpora'ious—w hich 
allow one person or corporation to deduct the 
value ol the m ortgage from the assessed value 
of the property, and rcluse tltis right to another, 
is a discrim ination against the latter, and is the 
equivalent of levying one rate upon the prop­ 
erty of the former, and anoth er aud higher rate 
upon the property ol the latter.

It will exclude the cost of compilation and 
editing, type-setting, engraving, eletrotyp- 
in -, distribution, salaries of employes en­ 
gaged directly' upon the work, wear and 
tear of material necessary to the work, 
proof-reading, etc. 
Under the present policy, which is de­ 
fined by the Constitution, the cost of pro­ 
duction includes all labor put upou the 
b-.uks from the time the pen is first put to 
paper; it includes also the cost of the plant 
aud of distributing the heoks. 
The cost of 
compilation and editing is distributed over 
a i • riod of eight years of estimated sales 
and the cost of the plant over twelve years. 
The bill in question, therefore, proposes 
that by general taxation all the cost of 
producing the books, outside of materials, 
press-work aud binding, shall be distrib­ 
uted among all the people. 
Upon its face, 
and at first blush, this would seem just, 
since the cost of school maintenance is 
likewise distributed upon the principle 
tb it all the people are equally interested 
in the promotion of public education. But 
why, then, should the exist of materials, 
prcsswork and binding be charged to the 
parents of pupils who use .State text-books, 
aud not the other essential costs of produc­ 
tion. 
When we come to look at what must lie 
the operation of the hill, however, it is 
discovered to be dangerous to the whole 
State policy of publishing the books, for to 
esp-h Legislature wilt be presented the 
other costs of production and distribution 
under calls for appropriations. 
Thus the 
matter will be presented as a constant 
source of taxation and a spirit antagonis­ 
tic to the system be accordingly encour­ 
aged. 
Herein lies the insidious character 
of the measure, though its immediate 
author, may not lie awake to it. 
If at any’ time it becomes necessary to 
revise a book, to issue a new edition with 
additions and improvements, or to add a 
new book to the series, the cost will be­ 
come the subject of a special appropriation 
bill, and a source of irritation against tlie 
whole system. 
So, too, the costly and ne- 
cc-r-arv plant of type, presses, binder’s ma­ 
chinery and tools will, under this bill, 
become immediate charges against the 
State Treasury’, with no hope-of repay­ 
ment; whereas, under the present system, 
every dollar will iie returned. 
So, also, 
tl.e exist of distribution now chargable to 
the IxKik sales will become an annual State 
charge, and require a sjiecial appropria­ 
tion. 
By these means the enemies of the 
sy-'t- i 
will he enabled to assail it by 
p; i .ting out that it is a constant cost to 
the- State, and an element of continued 
high taxation. 
Now, as a matter of fact, under the pres- 
ei • -v-dem there is no complaint by the 
p 
pie. 
They get the text-looks from 40 
t . GO per cent, cheaper than ever liefore ; 
they are freed from the importunities, 
corruption and political intermeddling by 
the book rings ; the parent who uses the 
1 
ks and receives the immediate benefits 
pays such an infinitesimal part 
of the 
cost of the compilation, plant and distribu­ 
tion that it is scarcely appreciable, and 
these costs are kept out of the tax rate. In 
short, the plan of the present system 
makes it self-supporting, whereas Senate 
bill 353 breaks up that fundamental priiyj 
ci e and destroys a central idea of the 
whole scheme. 
There is no reason for the 
bill and every reason against it, liecause it 
Opens an avenue 
of assault upon the 
State text-books that their enemies, if they 
have not conspired to create, will at least 
ini nediately avail themselves of. 
!• inally, the books are now furnished to 
tl 
people at absolute cost, but the very 
parties who are seeking to reduce the price 
bel iw cost are the men who have in 
the past been must conspicuous in the en­ 
deavor to fasten the liook rings upon the 
I c pie permanently, and wring from them 
lorbitant prices, from which the liook 
dilates draw enormous profits.

A-sem bly bill 52, generally known as 
the Engineer bill, if adopted in its present 
form, w ill break up hundreds of small In­ 


dustrie*. 
It w ill urowd frem the indus­ 
trial field regim ents of hard workers in a 
sm all way, who are valuable contributors 
to 
the general 
prosperity. 
There 
are 
s • res of men who have f mall steam powers 
to operate their very lim ited factories, 
lathes, presses, and cutting and pressing 


m achines, who arc successful 
in their 
m e, seldom, if ever, have an accident, but 
w .o cannot salary an engineer— indeed, 
there is cot enough in such work for an 
engineer exclusively 
to do. 
T he large 
m ajority of accidents in the use of steam 
occur where there 
is great horse power 
used, and not where small engines are cm 
p h .ved. 
The hill excepts portable engines 
from its operations, and those of the har­ 
vest and irrigation field, when the truth is 
th a t ihe |«>ri»ble is greatly more danger 
on- than the stationary engine, and by 
re:: .¡i o f its lieing ^mrtable 
is 
more 
liable to promiscuous misuse. 
If a wood 
sawyer may cart an engine and n lioiler 
w ith a full bead of steam, about the streets 
to reduce woodpiles to convenient stove 
lengths, why may not the small m an u fn l 
urtrs or 
the woodyard proprietors, em ­ 
ploy in their industries, housed stationary 
engines? 
If the harvest held 
engine, 
w hich is the most exposed to misuse and 
accident, is to be excepted, why prevent 


tbe small manufacturer from running an 
engine of sim ilar power for his own uses 
w ithout em ploying a licensed engineer? It 
m ay lie well to require of all who use 


steam power, sufficient general knowledge 
o f how to handle the force they employ, 
to qualify them to a lim ited extent; so 
too to the rigid inspection of all boilers 
there is general approval.

th;s field o f investigation make me desiie to 
have a c uferencc with you in relation to the 
subject. 
1 have for several weeks hoped that I 
could come to meet you in California, but the 
press of official business prevents it. Can you 
hot come to Washington aud give me tbe bene­ 
fit of your advice? 
Some weeks ago I wired you to this effect, but 
received mi reply, t then followed if with a 
second te'egram, which was not delivered. 
Still, subsequently, I wrote to a gentleman in 
San Francisco asking him to tee you. to which 
letter I received no reply. On Thursday last I 
telegraphed the Governor of California, which 
telegram you received and to which you have 
replied. 
If you find that you can do me the favor to 
come to Washington your ordinary expenses

I shall be very glad to have you 
arrive in Washington on or about November 
lstb, it ilmt date w ill suit your cm ven h nce. 
Hoping that I shall have the pleasuie ol m eet­ 
ing you, I am, with respect,

The irrigation investigation to which ref­ 
erence is here made, said Mr. H all, in reply 
to questioning, is one now in the first few 
m onths of its existence aud is being prose­ 
cuted to ascertain, under the law, “tbe e x ­ 
tent to whicu the arid lands of the United 
States may be redeemed by irrigation.’' 
It should be.rtmembered that about two- 
fifths of the tillable lands in tbe United 
States require irrigation to insure any re­ 
turn for cultivation. TheG overnm ent now 
bus very little land left that can be farmed 
without irrigation, but she has several hun­ 
dred m illions of acres that will produce 
well if only it were irrigated. 
These arid 
lauds cannot lie disposed of to settlers, be­ 
cause settlers cannot cultivate them. 
Now 
the Governm ent has undertaken to ascer­ 
tain to what extent they can be irrigated, 
and by wnat means and at what cost, and the 
law goes on to direct that special exam ina­ 
tion shall be made with reference to the 
possibilities o f storing waters on a large 
scaly. 
Storage sites are to be reserved arid 
irrigable lands are to be reserved from sale 
until the Government can further deter­ 
m ine what policy it will adopt in the dis­ 
posal ol such lands and storage sites. 
The investigation was favored by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, was strongly urged in a 
special com m unication by Secretary of the 
Interior Vilas, and has been com mitted to 
the Geological Surveys Bureau, of which 
Major J. W. Pow ell is the Director. 
Further in reply to questions, Mr. H all 
said in substance: 
T his is to be an im ­ 
m ense work, lasting through years to come. 
It has been chiefly urged, as I understand 
it, by Representatives from Colorado, N e­ 
vada and som e of the Territories, though 
several of the California Congressmen have 
been very active in its support. 
The rsti- 
muted cost is $4.000,000, which is in addi- 
t on toan estimated amount of $20,000,000 to 
com plete the geological survey. 
T his geo­ 
logical survey is sustained by an annual 
appropriation of about $500,000, aud now 
tlie H ouse of Representatives has agreed to 
an additional sum of $250,000 per year for 
tbe work, which am ount will probably be 
raised in the Senate to $350,000. 
Reporter—W ill any of this m oney be 
expended iu California, and, if so. how 
much ? 
Mr. H .—Yes; California will ultim ately 
get her share, in proportion to the area of 
arid Government lands in the State, of 
which there seem s to be any possibility of 
irrigation. 
Hut as yon know, there are no 
considerable bodies of Government irriga­ 
ble lands left in this State, except it be in 
the northeastern counties, in the counties 
east of the Sierra Nevada m ountains, and 
on tbe deserts south and eastof the present 
cultivated pans of the State. 
The Director 
of tbe surveys, Major Powell, is anxious to 
have California co-operale wttu him in this 
work, as Colorado proposes to do. and as 
other States and Territories probably will 
do 
Rep.— What advantage will this be to 
the State ? 
Mr. H all—It will secure to liie State a 
much larger fx¡ienditure of the Govern 
m eat m oneys out of the first appropriations 
than would otherwise be made hire: i' 
will enable tbe Slate to get tbe results oí 
all the work in the Sta e, and publish 
them f ir the benefit of her citizens at an 
early day. 
These are two great objects. If 
Colorado steps forward and says to the 
Director of the Geological Survey, we will 
w ill spend $.30 000 or $40,000 this year on 
this work if you will spend an equal 
am ount in this State, aud give us tbe re­ 
sults for prompt publication, ihe will prtb 
ably be met on ttie proposition. 
T he Government bureau 
reports 
ate 
three In four years behind hand in printing 
at W ashington, and if anything is done iri 
California cut o f this first appropriation it 
w ill probably be thiee to four years before 
we see any • f (he results in print, unless 
(be State i .kes hold o f the matter and pro­ 
vides for helping in the work and publish­ 
ing the results. 
T he great feature o f the 
work is to he tlie water supply—the storage 
ques’iou. 
That study and these surveys 
can be. extended all over the State, and tñe 
Slate will help in the work, as was done in 
tbs case of the Topographical aud Geologi­ 
cal Surveys of M assachusetts, New Jersey 
and other Eastern S tafia. 
Major Powell 
has by this tim e addrtssrd an official com ­ 
m unication to our Governor on the sub 
ject, and I am expected by Mr. Powell to 
urge the matter bef ire the proper com m it­ 
tees ol the Legislature. 
R e p —Is this done, Mr. H all, in your 
capacity as State Kngintet? 
Mr. H.—Nc, sir. 
A s I distinctly’ reported 
to the Governor, before going East. I will 
not hold tbe office of State Engineer.

T H E C I 1 Y DEBT. 


S o m e F ig u r e s F u r n is h e d b y th e F u n d e d 
D e b t C o m m iss io n e r s. 
In his remarks before the meeting at the 
Court-house Monday evening, when the 
subject of the necessity of a new city char­ 
ter was under consultation, ex-8enator 
Booth said: In September, 1886,.the Board 
of Trusters appointed a committee to in­ 
vestigate the city debt. They reported the 
debt and coupons to be $1,500.000. A vear 
later they reported the debt to be $1,430jXK). 
On the 15th of September, last year, we 
made an examination of the books! and we 
ascertained the debt to he $1,337,000. Now, 
that is a reduction of $93,000 per annum 
tinder our pte-ient system of government. 
The bonded debt is not a bugaboo. We 
have to contribute $120,000 into the sinking 
and interest fund each year. Prom the 
best calculations we can make, this entire 
bonded indebtedness can be paid off inside 
of ten years, leaving the city with its water 
works, which are worth a million of dol­ 
lars. and we will be in a belter condition 
than any other community in the State. 
I.os Angeles, Oakland and Stockton are 
now trying an experiment with new char­ 
ters. 
We cannot get one inside of two 
years or eighteen months from this date, 
and in that time we will be in a better con­ 
dition to talk about a new charter than 
now. 
He said the following figures were 
taken from the trial balance of the Funded 
Debt Commission’s ledger, and showed how 
much of the debt was held by them:

We have that $1,379,782, and every dollar 
of it you would have to pay had it not been 
for the untiring eflorts of this Bonded Com­ 
mission in your behalf. 
Judge Ii. Ü. Beatty, another member of 
the Funded Debt Commission, said that 
one reason urged by some for the necessity 
of a new charter was an assertion that the 
collection of city taxes could not be en­ 
forced. T. J. Clunie was sued for taxes. 
He set up as a defense that the law of 
1861 was repealed by the codts. Another 
defense was 
that 
two 
lots had been 
assessed together when the law says they 
shall he assessed separately. The Supreme 
Court decided that the law of 1861 was in 
force, but the Assessor had been in ereor in 
assessing ar.d the city lost the case 
We 
have always cfflec ed our taxes and can 
continue to 
lo so. S m e lawyers claim 
that the Funded Debt Commissioners can 
be continued under the new charter, if 
adopted. 
I don't think so. That is a ques­ 
tion between lawyers and we have 
d o 
tribunal to decide it. A new charter would 
wipe out all Commissions. 
Some are in 
favor of abol ,-hing the Commission and 
then refunding the debt al 1 per cent. The 
interest the 
past 
year 
on 
our 
debt 
was 
$30 GoO 
and 
the debt will 
be 
wiped out In ten years. 
There are out­ 
standing $1.002600 which would have to be 
refunded at 1 per cent., and over 400,000 
past due coup.-ns, or in round numbers we 
would have to refund $1.40u000. Now the 
interest on that sum at 4 per cent, is $56,000. 
W hich is the cheapest, $30,000 or $56,0007 
There is $690 700 of the debt that will in 
four years cease to bear interest. Four 
years from to-day we will have no interest 
to pay. Wiiitu is the best, to be out of 
debt of paying interest in four years or to 
pay double interest tor thirty years? I 
would be in favor of a new charter, were it 
not for the public deb*. I am not in favor 
of giving $1,200.000 for it.

D r . C. It. Nichols Klectcrl City Physician 
at * 7 5 P e r M o n th . 
The Board of Supervisors was in session 
yeettrday, all the members present. Dr. 
Tebbets presiding. 
Dr. C. B. N.cbols. a recent arrival in the 
city, was elected City Physician to succeed 
Dr. Parkirscn, at a salary of $75 per 
mouth. He is -aid to be a gentleman who 
has had considerable experience in the 
management i f hospitals, and well qua'-i- 
fied for the ¡>0811100. He was elected upon 
the votes of R >ss. Bates aud Tebbets. 
County Auditor F. T. Johnson appeared 
before the Board, and asked that he be al­ 
lowed two deputies for three weeks to en­ 
able him to make a new mortgage index 
book. It appears from his statement that 
manv mortgages had been assessed that 
had been cancelled years ago, and that such 
an index was absolutely necessary. The 
request did not meet with much favor. Su­ 
pervisor Greer saying that he believed the 
Board had already exceeded their power in 
that direction. 
Finally the matter was re­ 
ferred to the District Attorney for an opin­ 
ion. 
The matter of repairing the approaches 
to the bridge at the mouth of the American 
river was discussed at some length, Mr. 
Greer contending that the work was neces­ 
sary and should be done without delay. 
Chairman Tebbets claimed tbat there were 
no funds at the present time available for 
tbat purpose. 
In tilling out his assessment blank David 
Taylor returned 32,000 centals of wheat. 
W hat he did want to. return was 32 0U0 
Sounds. The Assissor. evidently thinking 
fr. Tayb.r had made a mistake, put it 
down 3.200 centals. As a consequence Mr. 
Taylor had been obliged to pay $55 in taxes 
more than he should, and he asked tbat 
the money be refunded him. 
Mr. Taylor was advised to bring suit 
against the county to recover, and the 
Board will admit in Court the justice of his 
claim. 
William Johnston, of Richland, was au- 
thoriz»d to make certain changes in the 
county road upon his farm at his own ex­ 
pense. 
The Board to-day will inspect the new 
bridge at Benson's Ferry. 
Sheriff McMu'len reported that during 
January there were confined in the Connty 
Jail 93 prisoners, as follows: For assault 
to murder.

The Grand Jury, Win. H. Robinson 
foreman, propounded a number of ques­ 
tions in writing to Judge Armstrong a few 
days since, which he answered at length 
yesterday afternoon from the bench, as fol­ 
lows : 
In th e Superior Court o f the county of Sac­ 
ram ento, State ot California, before to e Grand 
J ury o f th e county. 
Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: It is your right 
tiuder Section 925 of th e P enal Code, at a ll rea­ 
sonable tim es to ask th e advice o f th e Court or 
a Judge thereof, and it is the duty o f th e Court 
or Judge to give you advice w hen so requested. 
T he questions w h ich you have subm itted to the 
Court I now proceed to answer, and— 
First — “ is th e County Superintendent o f 
Schools o f Sacram ento county en titled by law 
to traveling exp en ses?” 
The answ er is "N o.” 
T he right to such expenses is claim ed under 
Section 1552 o f th e P olitical Code. 
T his section, 
as am end ed in 1874, provided that th e County 
Superintendent should “receive such salary and 
h is reasonable traveling expenses, to be esti­ 
m ated by th e Board of Supervisors.” 
i f th is 
section still n-m ained in ioree he w ould be 
en titled to his reasonable traveling expenses, 
but so far as it effects th is county it is repealed. 
Section lf>6 o f the County G overnm ent Act, as 
am ended in 1887, w hich applies to th is county, 
provides that the couDty officers sh all receive 
as com pensation for th e services required of 
th em by law or by virtue o f tlieir office the fo l­ 
low in g salaries, to w it : 
SALARIES OF OFFICIALS. 
I. T he County Clerk, «6,000 per annum . 
?. T he Sheriff, «9,000 per annum . 
3. The Recorder, $4,000 per annum . 
4. The Auditor, $1,(00 per auuum . 
5. The Treasurer. «2.000 per auuum . 
6. T he T ax Collector, Sl.oOO p>er auuum . 
7. The Assessor, «6,000 per annum . 
8. The Coroner, su ch lees as are now or m ay 
hereafter be allow ed by law. 
10. T he Public Adm inistrator, such fees os are 
now or m ay hereafier be allow ed t y law. 
II. 
The Superintendent o f reboots, $1,800 per 
annum . 


NO OTHER COM CESSATION ALLOWED 
T his section of th e Connty G overnm ent Act 
was clearly intended by th e Legislature to lix 
the entire com pensation o f the Superintendent 
o f Schools, 81,809 ja r auuum , and h avin g been 
passi (1 subsequent to Section 1552 of the P oliti­ 
cal Code, by im p lication repeals 
it. 
W hen 
Section 166 or the County G overnm ent A ct d e­ 
clared th at the county officers sh all receive as 
coaqieusatiou 
for th e services 
required o f 
them by law or by virtue o f tb eir offices 
the salaries therein stated, it w as intended 
that su h officers should 
receive no 
other 
com pensation 
for 
anything 
dono in tn eir 
official capacity, though th e tw o sections m ay 
not be directly repugnant and inconsistent, 
yet th e .in ten tio n ol th e Legislature to fix the 
entire com pensation o f those officers and leave 
nothing ior the Board of Supervisors to fix is 
clearly apparent, aud it being so, th e subse­ 
quent 
Act 
repeals 
the 
former A ct 
" The 
rule for the 
coustruing 
of 
statutes 
fixing 
com pensa ion o f officers was settled in th e case 
of the City and County o f Sacram ento vs. Bird. 
(15 C a l, 291.) 
And for your inform ation I quote 
th e opinion o f th e Court: 
“Prior to th e Consoli­ 
dation A ct the Treasurer received 3 per cent, 
upon all m oneys w h ich cam e into his hands as 
a com pensation for iris official services. 
That 
a c t provides that he slia'l receive for such serv­ 
ices the sum ot ¥3,UK) per annum . 
It is im possi­ 
ble to avoid the conclusion lhat this salary is in 
lieu of the per cent, previously allow ed, aud 
w as uot iuU-nded as additional com pensation to 
the 1 reastuer. 
it is tin e, the law does not lavcr 
the repeal o f statutes by im plication; but it is 
not true thut a statute, w ithout n egative words, 
w ill in uo ease repeal th e provisions o f a former 
one, unless the tw o Acts are direct y repuguaut 
and iucon-isteu t. 
Every statute m ust be con­ 
strued according to wha't appears to have been 
th e intention of the Legislature, and even 
though tw o statutes re'atiug to the sam e sub­ 
ject be not in term s repugnant or inconsistent, 
if th e later statute w as cl arly intended to pre­ 
scribe the only rule w h ich should goveru in the 
case provided for, it w ill be construed as repeal­ 
ing th e original Act. 
(Seely on Con. and Stat. 
Law, 124.) 
So 
far

con­ 
cerned, w e th iu k there is 
no diffi ulty in 
arriving 
at 
th e 
intention o f 
the

The language o f the Act is plain 
aud u n eq uivocal, aud the m eanin g clearly 
is that th e eutire com pensation -h all be iil.IKiu 
per an n u m .” 
T he priueiple laid dow n in this 
case is sustained by m any authorities, and rests 
upon souud legal reasons. 
(Crouch vs. Pierpont, 
10 Cal., PIS.) 
A nd that Section 166 of the County 
G overnm ent Act w as intended by the L egisla­ 
ture to h ave the effect o f lim itin g th e com pen­ 
sation o f those salaried officers to th e salary as 
therein fixed, unless som e other section ol the 
County G overnm ent Act provided additional 
com pensation, is clear from .Section 211 o f the 
County G overnm ent Act, as am ended in 1887. 
aud a lt:r a careful exam ination ol th e A ct I 
have been unable to find any provision in itgiv- 
in g either perquisites or other com pensation to 
th e Superintendent ol Schools than the salary'. 
Section 211 provides: 
“ The salaries and fees 
provided in th is Act sh all be full com pensation 
for *11 services of every kiud aud description 
rendered by th e officers therein nam ed, either 
as officers or ex officio officers, th eir deputies 
and assistants, unless in this Act otherw ise pro­ 
vided, and all deputies em ployed shall De paid 
by th eir principles out of the salnries hereinbe­ 
fore provided.” 
]u th is Act follow certain 
exceptions. 
1. The Assessor is entitled to receive and re­ 
tain for his ow n use six per cent. 011 personal 
property tax collected bv nim . as authorized by 
Section 3820 o f th e th e P olitical Code, and fifteen 
per cent, on all am ounts collected by him for 
poll-taxes. 
2. T he Hoard o f $U]>er\ isois shall allow the 
Sheriff his necessary txi-en ses for pursuing 
crim inals or transacting anv crim inal Business 
w ithout th e boundaries o f h is county, and lor 
boarding prisoners in th e county jaii: but the 
Supervisors sh all fix th e price at w h ich such 
prisoners sh all be boaided.

silen t as to the traveling expenses o f th e Super­ 
intendent o f Schools, 
A ecordiug to th e rule applied to th e construc­ 
tion o f statutes, lin t the em uneration o f one 
thing is the exclu sion of all others by necessary 
im p lication, by that silecc# tbe p o s e r to allow 
him s eh expenses is exclu d ed from th e i>owers 
o f th e Hoard 01 Sup rvisors. 
Tills is a fam iliar 
rule, and applying it to th e construction o f the 
County G overm rcnt Act no other reasonable 
conclusion can lie reached than th e one to 
w h ich I have arrived.

The legislative, executive aniLjudiciary ap­ 
propriation bill was then taken ufT The amend­ 
ments to the Dill reported from the Committee 
°.n Appropriations were agreed to without ques- 
. ion. They were few and unimportant 
the 
only noticeable one being that increasing the 
alary of the President's Private Secretary from 
33,2.->t) to 85,000. 
An iimendmeut offered by Hawley to increase 
the clerical force of ilie Civil Service Commis­ 
sion provoked a discussion on the question of 
«¡vil service relorm, during which Stewart 
characterized the present system as "a broad 
farce, and l’lumb said that partisanship of the 
most desperate character had been practiced in 
its administration. 
Before the discussion ceased the conference 
repoit on the bill amendatory of the interstate 
commerce law was passed and lead 
The con- 
forente committee not having agreed on the 
house amendments in reference to the trans­ 
portation ot oil, hhermau moved to concur in 
that amendment, is being in the line of inter­ 
state commerce law. 
Plat- argued against the amendment. 
While the discussion was still in progress
